This responds to your letter of March 26, 2002, enclosing a copy of your October 24, 
2001, letter supporting the application for presidential pardon of your constituent, Joseph C. Lett. 
I apologize for the delay in replying, but due to additional security measures instituted in recent 
months for the handling of official mail, we have only just received your March 26 letter. We 
have no record of having received your October 24 letter, however, and appreciate your re- 
sending it to us. Your letters have been made a part of Mr. Lett's clemency file. 

Mr. Lett's application for pardon is under consideration. In connection with the 
processing of the application, we have solicited and received from his attorney additional 
information necessary to complete the application, and most recently corresponded with the 
attorney by letter in March 2002. The processing time for a pardon application can be lengthy, 
and we can give no assurance that final action will be taken by the President within a particular 
time frame. Accordingly, we are unable to advise you when a decision may be expected on Mr. 
Lett's application. We will notify Mr. Lett's attorney when final action is taken. We appreciate 
your interest, and will notify you also when a final decision is reached.
